It appears that there are two nanascrlpts Involved with a 
possible third at a fixture date.

A General Coppers wan the founder of the Iatvlan 
Boy Scouts. He mas seised ty the 8ovlets following the 
invasion of Latvia and shot. His son lives la Stockholm, 
Sweden, and Is the nondnal heed of the Oeneral Goppera 
Foundation which has Its headquarters la lew fork City. 

We were unable to secure say address or the naans of 
others connected with the Foundation. The Foundation 
has offered a prize for the best five stories on the 
Latvian Boy Snouts* Fred has written an article on the 
Boy Scouts during the Soviet occupation - June 19bO to 
July 19^1, when the Oernana took over. Fred cl sine he 
took his nennscrlpt to lev fork, tuned it over to a 
friend, who In tun was submitting It to the Founds t ton. 

A ps eud on y m mss used which has no connection with any of 
Fred's work with the Agency* Only one copy of the manu- 
script mas made and this was submitted to the Foundation* 
All material In the manuscript covers the period June 19*0 
to July 19*1* 

b. She Second Manuscript of which only an outline has been 
nade covers the German occupation of Latvia from July 19*1 
to 19*5 when the Soviets returned. She tentative title 
of the book Is "A True Story of a Latvian During the Last 
World War, 19*1 to 19*5"- It will have the following 
chapters:

2. Fred Is very aagalsant of bis debriefing upon tbs 
termination of his work with the Agency. Bo still harbors a 
desire to return to vork for us and will do nothing that vlll 
Jeopardise such a chance. Be pointed out that the period 
covered (1941 to 1945) Is long before be vent to vork for the 
Agency so that be would be disclosing nothing. Be vents to 
sake some strong statements against the German occupatio n and 
this worries him as he Is afraid that these etatena*ta~night 
antagonise qg p t German go ver nm e nt, this In turn night 
embarrass CIA's operations In Oermuy today. 



3* Effort was made to dlsooumgc him from writing any kind 
of a book, 1 e lack of public interest, research, accuracy, 
finding a publisher, etc. Be states that tills Is not a book to 
nske money, but one for the historians and the future generations 
of Latvians to know vbat the occupation vas like. Ve doubt that 
the manuscript vlll ever be completed, let alone get Into pri nte d 
form; however, Fred wants the Agency's permission to go abesd, 
with tbs undsrstsndlng that he will submit his manuscript to us 
before soy attempt is made to publish It. Ba is waiting to hear
